6. To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation to any subject 
embraced in this warrant. 


7. To see what sum of money the district will raise and appropriate 
for the support of schools, for the salaries of schoo] district officials and 
agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation of such sums as are es- 
timated to be received from the state equalization fund together with other 
income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance between the 
estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 


8. Tosee if the district will vote to authorize the school board to make 
a contract with the Union School District of Keene for high school instruc- 
tion for 1957-1958 at a rate of four hundred twenty dollars ($420.00) per 


pupil. 
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9. To see if the district will authorize the school board to make appli- 
cation for and to receive, in the name of the district, such advances, grants- 
in-aid or other funds for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the U. S. Government and/or State Agencies.

A glance at the above table will show that enrollments in the first four 
grades will be large for the next two years. This means that the facilities of 


the North Richmond Schoo! will be taxed to capacity, if all first four 
continue to be housed there. 
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grades 


The table also indicates that pupils in grades five through eight will in- 
crease from 21 this year to 26 next year and for the next four years there- 
after will number 31, 31, 38 and 38. Tuition costs will increase for these 

grades if they continue to be sent to Swanzey or Winchester. 


The Richmond School Board and School] Planning Committee have had 
a number of meetings with groups in Keene, Swanzey and Winchester rela- 
tive to school problems in this area. Nothing concrete or definite has come 
from these meetings. 


The possibility of a cooperative school district comprised of the four 
towns in Supervisory Union No. 25, namely Hinsdale, Richmond, Swanzey 
and Winchester was considered. The probability of the formation of such a 
cooperative school district appears to be remote at the moment. 


Some people in Richmond have talked about building a new two-room 
school in the town. According to the latest figures on hand, Richmond could 
borrow 8 per cent of its assessed valuation as equalized which would make its 
borrowing capacity $20,997. By special permission from the state, Rich- 
mond would be allowed to borrow 4.5 per cent of its assessed valuation as 
equalized, thereby increasing its borrowing capacity to $31,496. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful that an adequate two-room building could be built for 
even the larger of the two above sums. 


What, then, is the answer to Richmond’s school problems. No positive 
solution is apparent, yet. It would seem to be a sensible approach to work 
with surrounding communities in attempting to improve the school facili- 
ties of this whole area. [t is not an easy task. Serious, careful thought 
should be given to avoid embarking on something which might prove to be 
far from the best arrangement and an expensive mistake. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the teacher, pupils 
and parents, the School Board and the patrons of our school for their cooper- 
ation.
